Acknowledg-ement of Applicant's Amendment 

1. The amendments made in claims 1 and 4 given in Applicant's 
amendment filed November 24, 2003 have not been entered due to 
the fact that they raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. Changing the claim from comprising 
to consisting of, raises new issues because now the scope of the 
claims are limited to only two reservoirs instead of at least 
two, and the second reservoir is limited to a paper material and 
polyurethane only.
